Even earlier, he had found his way to Herricn comity from 


Chicago where he worked. He had a summer cottage and 
study on the lake iust .south of what is now Warren Dunes 
State Park near Sawyer. It is probable that he wrote much 
of the first volumes of (lie Lincoln biography, "The Prairie 
Years," in his summer years at Sawyer. The late David 
Andrcason, Sawyer realtor, shortly before his death this 
year, recalled Sandburg's first visit to Sawyer. The poet got 
off the bus in a pouring rain mid Andrenson Kave him a ride 
in a pickup truck. They become close friends. 


HevviiiR closo to his work, Sandburg treasured his privacy 


and made only few friends — by design. Among them were a 
pair of well-known Hen ton Harboriles, Dr. L.M. Globen.sky, 
oral surgeon, and l?ob White, late managing editor of the 
Rcnton Harbor News-Palladium and editorial writer for the 
Herald-Press. They spent many a convivial day and evening 
together. The Keiineth Holdcn'.s of Harbert entertained the 
Sandburg's often. 


Sandburg wrote some free verse about Henton Harbor: 


"I like lienton Harbor— 
"II iiH.sn'l the snuitf checkerboard pnllcrn uf most 


towns, and 


"1 like its streets Ilinl amble off ill tangents and 


end suddenly here nnd there, as if tired of tfoing on." 
Mr. and Mr.s. Larry Sixer of Hurberl now own "the 


Sandburg house" at Hirchwood, a development that was 
platted by Sixer's father, Wells B. Sixer, who bought the 
land in 1890. 


The house could very well be Berrien county's most 


prominent national landmark. History seems likely to pick 
Sandburg as the greatest native or adopted son of Berrien 
county up to this point. As a matter of fact, in the field of 
letters, Sandburg probably ranks with the handful of the 
nation's very best. 


While no one in Berrien county can claim credit for 


Sandburg's genius, it is nevertheless satisfying to know that 
he found this environment conducive to much of his finest 
work. There is a feeling of pride and warmth that the poet 
loved to stand on the "widow's peak" high atop his house at 
Harbert and "watch the lights twinkle in St. Joseph and 
Benton Harbor."

The function of SACR is to determine whether an

Congress established the five-member, independent, quasi- 


judicial agency in response to claims by liberal groups that 
the Justice Department was tossing the adjective, red, about 
somewhat loosely. An investigation and a hearing before 
SACB was thought up as the answer to the charge of 
uncontrolled administrative name calling. 


SACB's work load has diminshed noticeably since a 


Supreme Court opinion in 1065 ruled unconstitutional a 
Congressional enactment requiring Communist party mem- 
bers to register with the government. Although this is no 
greater an impingement than is demanded of a lobbyist, the 
Court felt the anti-Commie statute to be a violation of free 
speech and the right of political expression. 


SACB has not held a hearing in 20 months and none were 


docketed. 


The five members, however, continue to draw a $26.000 


annual salary each and undoubtedly the SACB has an office 
and stenographers and file clerks tucked away somewhere in 
the vast unknown regions of the Washington bureaucracy. 


Simon F. McHugh, Jr., age 20, an accountant by training 


and a resident of Washington, is the newest appointee to the 
agency. 


McHugh earned a business administration degree at 


Georgetown University six years ago. 


Then followed four jobs of somewhat indistinguishcd 


calibre. 


In August, 1966, this sideways career took a turn for the 


better. 


Although a real estate firm, in which he was a working 


partner, was breathing heavily because of the tight money 
market 
McHugh married Victoria McCammon, a Texas 


beauty on the White House secretarial staff. 


The following March he landed a job in the Small Business 


Administration and quickly earned an ungrading. in that 
employment to $17,550 a year. 


Fortune really showered for him a few days ago. 
LBJ sent his name to the Senate to fill a vacancy on 


SACB.

nomination reached the Senate's hopper. There was not even 
time to list his name on the calendar of Presidential nom- 
inees awaiting confirmation. 


Ln the words of one member of the world's most august 


legislative body, "I've rarely seen so much whoosh behind an 
appointment."
